some of the business problems 
and operational problems within 
the system. 

The Center has been heipful in 
reviewing insurance programs, 
trying to chart policies in the per- 
sonnel area, fundéd many 
detailed studies in the electronic 
data processing area and has 
tried generally, to be a friend to 
the Board without attempting to, 
in any way, become involved in 
the political process of the 
Board.

sonnel whose contributed services, if 
market priced, would have cost the 
school system thousands of dollars. In 
addition, the Center paid for very com- 
plete and detailed studies and recom- 
mendations by Coopers and Lybrand in 
the area of electronic data processing 
capabilities of the school system. 

The Board accepted and the Adminis- 
tration implemented many of the 
recommendations in the Treasurer's 
study. The Board accepted the person- 
nel study but very little, if any, imple- 
mentation of the recommendations of 
that study have been accomplished. The 
Board has yet to accept or reject the 
electronic data processing study, 
although it was presented almost a year 
ago. 

On Wednesday, June 25, the Center 
had scheduled a meeting with Board 
members to discuss the future of the 
Center. Specifically, we had asked for 
this meeting to discuss the pertormance 
of the Superintendent as it related to the 
Center, the impact of the State Board of 
Education's role on the district as it 
relates to the Center, and the interest of 
the Board in continuing to work with the 
Center.

some forty-eight hours prior to the meg 
ing, only two were in attendance. 

The absence of members of the Board 
of Education expected was not only an 
insult to the members of the corporate 
community who found time in their 
crowded calendars to attend, but also 
appears to be another indication of a 
lack of interest in seeking help to 
improve the performance of the Cleve- 
land Public School System. We have 
seen that lack of interest grow over the 
past year to eighteen months. 

The corporate community has tried to 
be responsive to the Board and the 
school administration. We do not want . 
to abandon the process. However, in 
view of the reduced interest level and the 
lack of serious implementation of our, 
most recent management studies, | have 
no choice but to suspend the work of the, 
Center until such time as you, asa Board, 
in concert with the school administra-; 
tion, seriously request assistance in the’ 
future with every intention of making! 
good use of that assistance.

Saving civil rights 


By John E. Jacob 

The vitally important Civil 
Rights Restoration Actis stalledin 
Congress, despite increasing evi- 
dence that civil rights protections 
will seriously erode unless it is 
passed. The Bill was framed to 
correct the results of a Supreme 
Court ruling that cast a shadow 
over civil rights enforcement. 

That decision, the Grove City 
case, found that the law's sanction 
against sex discrimination applies 
only to specific programs or activi- 
ties receiving federal funds, and 
not to the institutions of which 
they are a part. 

The strength of civil rights laws 
resides in their penalties. So if an 
institution gets federal funds, 
proven discrimination should 
result in loss of those funds. That's 
a powerful incentive not'to 
discriminate. 

But after Grove City, proven dis- 
crimination will not lead to a total 
loss of funds. Only the specific 
classroom or office that practiced 
discrimination would be affected. 
In the case of acollege, if discrimi- 
nation occurs in a sports program, 
that program might be threatened 
by loss of any federal monies it 
gets, but not the entire college. 

That amounts to a license to dis- 
criminate since, in addition to eas- 
ing the penalty for discrimination, 
it places a massive burden on fed- 
eral enforcement officers who 
would have to track down every 
single federal dollar the instituti- 
on gets just to see if they have 
jurisdiction. 

Of course, that is not what the 

Court said in the Grove City case -- 
its ruling was much narrower and 
should be interpreted as a good 
deal less than the dynamiting of 
effective federal enforcement. 
_ ‘The court ruled on the provi- 
sions of sex discrimination 
amendments to the Education Act, 
applicable only to educational 
institutions. 

But the Justice Department uni- 
laterally decided that since other 
civil rights and anti-discrimination

That broad interpretation would 
apply to local governments, hospi- 
tals, corporations and other enti- 
ties that get government money -- 
a stance that is in line with the 
Administration's de-emphasis on 
civil rights enforcement in general. 

That's why it is so important to 
pass a law that restores Congress’ 
intent in the affect civil rights laws 
-- to prohibit discrimination 
throughout entire agencies and 
institutions receiving any federal 
funds. 

Most Congressmen understand 
that and back the legislation -- if a 
vote were held today it would pass 
overwhelmingly, despite Adminis- 
tration misgivings. 

But the Bill has been side- 
tracked by abortion- -related 
amendments sponsored by anti- 
abortion groups. Whatever the 
merits of the abortion issue, it 
should not become a torpedo that 
sinks a Crucially important civil 
rights bill. 

Civil rights gains are in. deep 
danger today, and-preserfing: 
those gains must take precedénce 
over other issues. | know the 
backers of the abortion amend- 
ments are concerned about civil 
rights as well as about abortion, 
but by mixing the two they 
accomplish nothing for their 
cause while severely damaging 
the cause of civil rights. : 

It is to be hoped that they will 
withdraw their attempt to use a 
civil rights bill as a platform for 
their beliefs and allow a “clean bill” 
-- one free of controversial 
amendments -- to come to the 
floor of Congress. 

Given the Administration's 
aggressive attempt to misuse the 
Grove City decision to weaken 
overall federal rights enforcement, 
passage of the Civil Rights Resto- 
ration Act is a must.

Ribbs not tickled 
by lack of Support 


Last week, we mentioned in 
passing, that it would be nice to 
see more of the Black athletes, 
not just the super stars, getting 
a greater portion of endorse- 
ment and advertising op- 
portunities.

biggest auto racing circuit in 
the country. Although he 
entered the series without 
major corporate backing, 
Ribbs was sure that he would 
get the support. 

Bill Gardner, the owner of 
the DiGard racing, the second 
winningest team in NASCAR 


for the last 10 years who Ribbs 
is under contract to, also 


thought that sponsorship 
would be readily available. 
Gardner stated “Willy is an 
excellent driver with a great 
future.and tremendous market- 
ing potential. | too, thought we 
would be able to get sponsor- 


ship.” 
Gardner, along with Jim 
Trueman, the recently de- 


ceased Chairman of Red Roof 
Inns, are providing the initial 
monies but more support is 
needed for Ribbs to continue 
his racing career in NASCAR 
stock car racing. 

Sam Belnavis, Vice Presi- 
dent of DiGard, stated “It has 
been extremely difficult secur- 

hing sponsorship for Willy. We 
haven't been able to establish 


any dialog with the corporate 
sector” Over 300 letters have 
been sent to corporations in 
the fastfood, beer, wine cooler, 
communications and food 
product industries. Belnavis 
states, “Our appeal is that Willy 
represents an excellent mar- 
keting opportunity to the 
general consumer market as 
well as the Black-audience.” 
Belnavis and DiGard have cor- 
responded to those companies 
whose sales to the Black con- 
sumer represent a signific 
percentage of their market 
share. 

Belnavis will continue his 
pursuit for sponsorship for 
Ribos, but is becoming 


extremely concerned about 


the outlock for 1987. “We have 
to acquire sponsorship by 
August of this year in order to 
move: the program forward,” 
notes Belnavis 

We believe that athletes such 
as Ribbs are most deserving of 
on-going suport, and hope that 
he receives endorsements that 
can be exhibited in the overall 
population, but especially in 
the Black community. 

He has a special market and 
home in Black pubiications 
and Black broadcast media if 
he can team up with organiza- 
tions and businesses inter- 
ested in maximizing their 
endorsement relationship. 

The same thing goes for 
many of the athletes | | menti- 
oned last week. 

Herb Williams and Granville 
Waiters would make logical 
candidates to represent a big 
men's clothier. Eddie Milner 
can get cleaned up preity 
good, too. All of them can lend 
themselves to sporting goods
